THE JUDQE8HIP BILL 


A 


SSEMBLY Bill No. 66, providing for the flection of an 


additional judge for the district comprising Washoe 


anil Churchill counties, passed the Assembly last Satur- 
day. The bill Is the outcome of a resolution which was 
adopted at a recent meeting of the Washoe county Bar 
Association, and is urged, ostensibly at least, for the pur- 
pose of expediting business in the District court of this 
county. 


In stating that the bill Is a bad one and should not 


pass, The Journal believes It voices the sentiment of nine- 
tenths of the taxpayers of Washoe county. 


Unquestionably there has been a large Increase In the 


number of cases flled in the district court during the 
past year, but that the number has been so great as to be 
responsible for the congestion which is now admitted to 
exist, will hardly be conceded by those who have studied 
the matter, or who have before them the records of courts 
in other states. 


The Journal does not wish to be construed as criticis- 


ing Judge Curler's administration of the legal business 
brought before htm, but is of the opinion that by a more 
thorough systematizing the work could be materially ex- 
pedited. The records show that 239 cases were flled in 
this court In 1904. Of these by far the great majority were 
probate and divorce cases or matters which can be dis- 
posed of by referees, thus permitting the judge to devote 
his time to matters which require time and study for their 
proper disposition. 


It may be contended that the increasing population in 


Reno will be followed by corresponding Increase in litiga- 
tion, that will tend to maintain the congestion which it is 
admitted now exists on the court calendar, but It is hardly 
probable that there will be an Increase in the number nf 
criminal cases, or even that the record of the past two 
years will be equalled In this county. The majority of 
these cases have been the result of the reconstruction 
work on the railroad and the Irrigation canal work which 
has flooded the state with the riff-raff of the country. This 
work has now reached a stage where it can hardly be as 
great a menace to peace and oftler as formerly and it can 
be safely predicted that there will be a material falling off 
In the number of criminal cases In future. 


As above stated the bill Is the outcome of a resolution 


passed by the Bar Association of this county. The Jour- 
nal has been Informed that one of the main reasons for the 
indorsement of the bill by the bar association was the fail- 
ure of the legislature to pass a law disqualifying an at- 
torney from practicing before a judge to whom he was 
related. In order to secure another Judge before whom 
cases can be tried wherein there Is an attorney so relate'! 
without applying for a change of venue to another dis- 
trict court, the bar of Reno proposes to saddle the ex- 
pense of an additional judge and court clerks, etc., on 
Washoe county. The people who pay the bills will hardly 
regard this family row among the lawyers with compla- 
cency. 


With the merits of the contention among the legal fra- 


ternity. The Journal Is not at this time concerned. But If 
no better reasons can be brought forth than those which 
have so for been advanced In favor of the bill it certainly 
should be defeated in the Senate.

THE ERA OF THE BOMB

HERE will be many apologists in this country for the 


assassins of Grand Duke Sergius, on the theory that 


he was a brutal autocrat, but the newspapers that prac- 
tically condone such a horrible crime—for political effect— 
ought to ostracised by self respecting citiBens. 


The grand duke, his official career, his terrible death, 


are but incidents—so far as the wide world goes— of an 
unfortunate system of government handed down through 
the centuries. But the method of his taking off is im- 
portant to civilization, and must be unsparingly con- 
demned, for the encouragement of bomb throwing means 
sooner or later, a reign of terror which only the heads- 
man's ax will be able to successfully stamp out. The use 
of dynamite and other high explosives for criminal pur- 
poses opens up a field that in time may jeopardize the 
best governments on earth, and surround the lives of 
prominent men In every field of effort with appalling 
dangers not anticipated until met. 


It is easy for the criminally Inclined to Justify the use 


of dynamite in removing "obstacles" to what may be 
deemed "human progress," Just as the ancients, skilled in 
the use of subtle poisons, made war upon their helpless 
victims. 


If the use of dynamite be justified in the removal of a 


grand duke in an absolute monarchy; it is only a question 
of time when it will have its advocates and defenders in 
a republic, on the feverish theory that thf masses of the 
people are opposed! 


It is to be hoped that Russia may exact the full meas- 


ure of vengeance in the case in hand, to the end that how- 
evermuch rebellion may rear its head the dynamite bomb 
must not be tolerated under any conditions known to civ- 
ilized man.—Butte Miner.
